HEN COMFORT FOR HEN PROFIT. 

Zero cold storage was never meant 
for live chickens, though some keep 
them that way all winter and wonder 
at the few eggs and cuss at the big! 
feed bills. The colder the house the 
higher the feed bill is a fact forgotten 
by advocates of the extreme open front 
for northern climes. 

We have seen fanciers fairly shovel 
feed into their hens in winter and re- | 
ceive few eggs in return, for the hens” 
were converting the food intended for 
eggs into fat for fuel to burn to keep 
‘rom freezing to death 

A hen lays up nothing for a rainy day, 
out if she has the chance like bruin 
she will lay on fat for the wintry day. 

Thus as cold weather approaches 
ber appetite increases and naturally 
craves those foods like corn that quick- 
ly turn to fat, and this is why we of- 
ten find hens hog fat at the beginning 
of winter and unfit to lay those top- 
notch winter eggs 

The practical poultryman considers 
all this. He knows a healthy produc- 
tive ben must have a certain propor 
tion of fat. and he tries to keep them 


at that normal point by feeding the 
tight proportion of carbohydrates and 
protein At the same time he so ar 
ranges his poultry quarters that he 
conserves the bens’ body heat at nicht 
and keeps them exercising in comfort 
in the day so that the blood circulation 


keeps them warm and healthy
